ANOTHER STORY OF M'CULLAGH

A Murder That Was Not Published,
but the Headlines Were Used.
“An 0id Repotter,” in Chicago Record

When I applied to Joseph H, McCul.
lagh for a poeltion as reporter on the
Globe-Democrat, In 1885, | had heen
posted about his detestation of dudes,
and wore an old sult—clean, but al-
most threadbare. 1 had letters of rec-
ommendation fram Colonel Burke, of
the Times-Democrat, and from Colo-
nel Doremus, of the Dallas News,
which I held In my hand, ready for
his Inspection, I made my gspeech,
rather disconceried by the cool, cal-
culating manner In which he inspect-

ed me while doing so, and then hand-
ed him my “credentinle.” He glanced
nt the signatures, without reading the
contenta of eclther of the letiers,
pleked up a sllp of Instructions and
told me to report the murder of Joe
Rodedeaux, a Frenchman, who had
been murdered a few minules before
in the French quarter, and then care-
fully placed my beloved “‘papers” |n
his pooket, without u word of explan-
atlon,

Three hours later 1 handed him a
very carefully-written report of the
murder, giving all of the details,
which would have filled two columns,
preceded by my own “scare-heads” in
six mectlons, giving all of the principal
facts In short sentences, Next morn-
ing I found that my report had been
“killed"* at the “enacting clause,” for
the report appeaved in an article about
two Inches long, under a amall head,
“Foully murdered,” with nll the rest
of my “scare-heads” printed, word for
word, exactly as 1 had written thom
as the hody of the Htem. Not n word
of Lthe report appeared.

It was a beautiful Christmas morn-
Ing, but 1 will never forgel my feel-
ings as T read that Hitle ftem. 1 felt
utterly crughed, and, If I had had my
letters, Mr. MeCullagh would nevey
have seen me again, 1 wanderod
around the hotel corridors until time
o report, when 1 presented myself
before “Little Mack' mnd asked for
the return of the lettere. To my un-
speakable surprise  and intense  de-
light he gave me an immediate as-
signment for special work, handed me
a huge bundle wreapped In wrapping
paper, and, while holding this package,
the contents of which were unknown
to me, he proceeded to glve me in-
structions and detall all of my fail-
Ings in blunt but very lucld sentences,
“Put those ciothes on and report for
duty in one hour. My head was ne-
tually awimiming when 1 left the
room.

The package conlained a ‘
outfit, including shoes, shirt, undere-
wenr, collar, tie, and one of the hest-
fitting sulte 1 ever wore, the total cost
of which could not have been much
less than $0H0,
